that the queen, which he wore with a red (avor
aud which esosed the Barl of Essex 1o remuark,
with affected contempt, 1 percsive now that
every (ool will bave hie tavor,” The congeguencs
wae that Sir Charles challenged him,  They
fought in Marybone Park, where Essex was dis
srmed and wounded in the thigh.

In Western Europe the game of chess is played
by two sadversarie= only, and never, lke dom!
nocs, cribbage, and somwe other games, by one
sgalust one or by two partners against two, at
plensure. But the Russians have o cheasbourd
ior four players at onee, who play two against
two,  The men for this chessboard ure al:o more
numerous than ours,

Chese 8 supposed to be an imitation of war,
Phrenologists tefl ns that the fuculty denoted by
the organ of Locality gives what 15 called coup
dail, and judgment ol the capalities of ground.
It is necessary to the militpry dranughtsmun, and
is of grest Importance to n general, Dr. Gall
mentions thal he had observed the organ large
in distnguished chess-playera; and he conceived
their talent to consist in the faculty ot clenrly
mastering a4 great number of possible positions
ol the men.

The squares of the chessboard, amounting to
sixty-four, constitute a very remarkable num.
ber. Itis not divisible, in any way, byany odd
numbers, but is divisible by multiples of 1wo,
and by two itself, until unity is reached at lust,
It is both & square number and a cube number:
it is ulso both the square of & cube number, and
the cube ot a square number, For it is the cube
ol four, which is the square of two; and it 18 the
square of eight, which iz the cube of two;
twice two are lour, and twice four are eight, and
four times four are sixteen, and four times six-
teen, sixty-four,

Chess has been plaved on o regal scale, with
Yiving men, in appropiinte cogbiime, on a natural
fightine-ground—a lawn converied into a chess-
board by paring the grass for the scunrves of
white, or on & floor prepared for the purpose,
Don Juan, of Austiin, used one of the halls in
his palace as u chesshonrd, the different sguares
being represented by pavements of hhu-t and
white marble, while disguised soldiers ncted us
the men.

At chess ench player has sixteen men, ocon-
pying at the outset the two rows of squares
nearest o each player, and consequently leny-
ing the four intermediate rows (consisting alto-
zether of thirty-two squares) vucuant and open

or the conflict., The chessmen are ol two
classes, Eight pawns, pions, ploneers, or com-
mon goldiers, alike In form, occupy the second
row from the player; while eight prineipal
pieces, of different name, shape, and power, ure
rapged behind them, The positions of the
pleces on the bosrd are noteworthy, becanse
they are not exactly the same for both players,
It makes gome differonce, in the earliest moves,
whether you are in the habit of pluying black or
white,

The chessbonrd is placed between the players
in such a wuy that esch has a white coruer
square to his right, The eestles oceupy the cor
ner squares, The namoe and signification of the
castle have curionsly varied. Tn the wmuddle nges
it was rokh, from the name ol the fibulous
Arsb bird which fetelied Rlubad the sailor his
dipmonds, The Italions converted this into
rocea, siguilylng ulso a rock, or a foriress,
whence the Fronch ngtura'ly called it s four.
Bul the operation known ss “‘onsthing, " in which
the rokh passes over the kivg, 1s evidently a
much more approprigte act 1o be performed by
8 bird than by & fortress. On the Chinese ches:-
bonrd the castles sre called folie, or chariots of
war, The leelanders replace the eastles by little
captaing, which the schoulboys nume centurions,
They have swords hy thowr sides, and their
cheeks are swollen, ne it they blew fn the horn
which they hold in both hands, The castle
moves perpendicnlarly and horizontally, up or
down, to the right or to the left. It value is
estimunted asequnl to five pawns. Next to the
castles, on the same row, stand the two knighta,
and after them, In the same way, the two
bishope.

O1 all the pleces on the chesshoard the knight
is the only ope whose movements huve never
been modified; they are also the most slngular
aud original, recembling those of noue ot the
olhers. He goes from his own square to the
second from him of un opposite color, passing the
square directly betore, behind, or on either side
of him, to the one dingonally situatid either to
the right or toe leit of 1t. 1o doing this, he only
i at hiberty to leap over elther his own picces
or his) adversary’s. 'I'he sole condition re
quisite is that the squure to which he moves b
vacant or occupied by an enemy's piece,

The pecullarity of the knight's move has given
rise to & curions problem, \\ﬁuj{_' origin w lost in
that convenicnt hiding place, tne night of uzes,
The kmight's problem consists in makineg him
move to every onge of the squares of the chess-
board without alighting on the ssme square
twice. Two thousand years ngo the Brahting
had a way of doiog it, which they séem to have
kciit n secret known only (o their own onsle,
transmittiog it trow generation to generation.
Modern travellers in the Indian Peninsula have
seen the feat performed by priests, who mfused
to communicate the clue to their method, About
the middle of the last century the question st-
tracted the atteution of the leerded; and in 1750
the Berlin Academy of Sclences offured u prize
ol £160 for the Lest treatise on the subjeet.

Bince that date many have been the salutions
given, some even overcoming an inerense of Lhe
original difficultyv; thus the Abbe Dursod wnd
ene Bolvyus, or Slyvous, male the knight start
from any indicated square, to fwreh on guy other
indicated square of the opposite color o the
firet. The latter author demonstrated mathe-
matically that there exist 20,100 different wiys
of resolving the Knitht's problem. Troupenas
made the knighs traverse the chessboard ' two
series of moves; the st serics comoletely over-
rutining the thirty-two lower aquared; the second
weries the thirtytwo upper ones. Morever, at
the sixiy-fourth square the knight is exactly
within o move ol the flrst. Van der Mondae niso
guve a solution with a like termination.

We give three clues to this chequered laby-
rinth, in order somewhat to satisfy our readers
curiosity. In the firet, the knight starts from
the square numbered 1, then to 2, then fo 3,

yield of the vinesurde of Fravee (the most pro-
ific wine country in the world) does not exceed
200 gallons per aere—that, in this  icinity, it s
an uncommonly tine vineyurd which yields 300
gallons of Catawbs wine 1o the sore, Dr, Moshey
